FORT HOOD, TEXAS I One by one, President 
Obama spoke the names and told the stories 
Tuesday of the 13 people slain in the Fort 
Hood, Texas, shooting rampage, honoring 
their memories as he denounced the “twist- 
ed logic” that led to their deaths. 

“No faith justifies these murderous and 
craven acts; no just and loving God looks 
upon them with favor,” Obama told the crowd 

on a steamy Texas 

afternoon. He did 
not name Maj. Nidal 
Hasan, the military 
psychiatrist accused 
of the killings. 

As for the victims 
and the soldiers who 
rushed to help them, 

Obama said, “We 

need not look to the 

past for greatness, because it is before our 
very eyes.” He spoke at a memorial service 
before a crowd estimated at 15,000 on this 
enormous Army post. 

The president and first lady Michelle 
Obama began an afternoon of consolation 
by meeting privately with family members of 
those killed last week and with those wound- 
ed in the attack and their families. Obama 
used his public remarks to put a human face 
on those who perished, victims ranging in 
age from 19 to 62. 

Thousands upon thousands of people, 
many of them soldiers dressed in camou- 
flage, gathered to pay their respects and hear 
the president. The shooting killed 12 soldiers 
and one civilian, injured 29 others, and left a 
nation stunned and searching for answers, (ap)

ORLANDO, FLA. I Aformer astronaut 
who drove 1,000 miles from Hous- 
ton to Orlando to mount a bizarre 
attack on a romantic rival pleaded 
guilty Tuesday to 
reduced charg- 
es and was sen- 
tenced to a year 
on probation.

WAS H I N GTO N I A Defense Depart- 
ment investigator on a terrorism 
task force looked into Fort Hood 
shooting suspect Maj. Nidal 
Hasan’s background months ago, 
officials said Tuesday — provid- 
ing fresh evidence the military 
knew worrisome details about 
the Army psychiatrist before last 
week’s deadly rampage. 

Two officials speaking on con- 
dition of anon 5 miity said the Wash- 
ington-based joint terrorism task 
force overseen by the FBI was noti- 
fied of communications between 
Hasan and a radical imam over- 
seas, and the information was 
turned over to a Defense Crimi- 
nal Investigative Service employee 
assigned to the task force. 

That worker wrote up an 
assessment of Hasan after review- 
ing the Army major’s personnel 
file and the communications. The 
assessment concluded Hasan did 
not merit further investigation, in 
large part because his communi- 


cations with the imam were cen- 
tered on a research paper he was 
writing at the time, and the inves- 
tigator had concluded Hasan was 
in fact working on such a paper, 
the officials said. 


The disclosure came as ques- 
tions swirled about whether oppor- 
tunities were missed to head off 
the massacre that left 13 dead and 
29 wounded. 

Investigators still believe Hasan 


acted alone, despite his commu- 
nications with Anwar al-Awlaki, 
an imam who has used his per- 
sonal Web site to encourage Mus- 
lims to kill U.S. troops in Iraq.

Clinton: Learn From Past 



Former president tells 
Dem senators it s OK 
if health bill is flawed 

WASHINGTON | Former president 
Bill Clinton urged Senate Demo- 
crats on Tuesday to pass health care 
legislation by year’s end, pointed- 
ly telling skittish lawmakers that 
an imperfect bill is preferable to 
another failure like the one he and 
the party endured in 1994. 

“It’s not important to be per- 
fect here. It’s important to act, 
to move, to start the ball rolling,” 
the former president told report- 
ers after the closed-door meeting, 
held on the cusp of Senate debate 
on intensely controversial legisla- 
tion, The House cleared its version 
of the bill late Saturday night. 

Clinton made an unusual visit 
to the party’s weekly caucus meet- 
ing at the invitation of Majority 
Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev. 

Several Democrats who attend- 


ed the meeting with Clinton said 
the former president did not 
express an opinion on many of 
the controversial issues swirling 
in the health care debate. Instead, 
Democrats said, Clinton said that 
expanding health care is good 
policy and at the same time the 


best politics. 

“He did address it, essentially 
to say, 'You’re going to do it, and 
then people are going to begin to 
see that none of the bad things peo- 
ple are talking about will come to 
pass,”’ said Sen, Dianne Feinstein,

Ex-Bear Stearns 
Managers Cleared 


Jury acquits two men 
who were accused of 
defrauding investors 

NEW YORK I Two Bear Stearns 
executives who ran hedge funds 
that crashed in 2007 amid the 
subprime mortgage meltdown 
were acquitted Tuesday of lying to 
investors about the looming crisis 
on Wall Street. 

Jurors found Ralph Cioffi and 
Matthew Tannin not guilty of con- 
spiracy and other charges in an 
alleged fraud that cost 300 inves- 
tors about $1.6 billion and nearly 
caused the demise of Bear Stearns 
itself. The firm barely avoided 
bankruptcy in a rescue buyout by 
JPMorgan Chase & Co. 

Both men had been charged 
with three counts of securities 
fraud and two counts of wire fraud. 
Cioffi was also charged with insid- 
er trading. 

During a monthlong trial, pros- 
ecutors relied on a series of e-mails

they alleged revealed behind-the- 
scenes alarm at the hedge funds 
as investments in complex, high- 
risk securities tied to the subprime 
market began to slide. 

“The subprime market looks 
pretty damn ugly,” Tannin wrote to 
Cioffi in April 2007. If Bear’s inter- 
nal reports were accurate. Tannin 
suggested, “I think we should close 
the funds now,” and “the entire 
subprime market is toast.” 

Defense attorneys sought to 
convince the jury that the e-mails 
were taken out of context. Cioffi 
and Tannin, they said, had no 
motive to steer investors off a cliff 
and were honest with them about 
the volatility of the market, (ap)

North Koreans retreat 
after first naval fight 
against South in years 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | The navies 
of North and South Korea clashed 
at sea Tuesday for the first time 
in seven years in what some ana- 
lysts said was a provocation by the 
communist nation a week before 
President Obama’s visit to Seoul, 
The North Korean ship retreat- 
ed in flames, South Korean Prime 
Minister Chung Un-chan said, 
and the South’s YTN television 
reported that one North Korean 
officer was killed and three other 
sailors were wounded. 

The South Korean Joint Chiefs 
of Staff said the report of the North 
Korean casualties could not be 
confirmed. 


There were no South Korean 
casualties, the military said, 
Chung told lawmakers that 
North Korean ships violated the 
South’s waters, although he said 


it was probably not intentional. 
He said the North Koreans may 
have been clamping down on Chi- 
nese fishing vessels operating in 
the area. 


South Korean analysts, howev- 
er, said North Korea was sending 
a clear message ahead of Obama’s 
two-day visit starting Nov, 18, 

“It was an intentional provo- 
cation by North Korea to draw 
attention ahead of Obama’s trip,” 
said Shin Yul, a political science 
professor at Seoul’s Myongji Uni- 
versity, 

Traveling with Obama on Air 
Force One, White House spokes- 
man Robert Gibbs said the admin- 
istration was aware of the clash 
and urged restraint on the part 
of North Korea, 

“I would say to the North Kore- 
ans that we hope that there will be 
no further actions in the Yellow 
Sea that can be seen as an escala- 
tion,” he said, referring to the body 
of water where the shooting took 

place, KWANG-TAE KIM (AP)

Funes said the possibility of 
alien life raises “many philosophi- 
cal and theological implications” 
but added that the gathering was 
mainly focused on the scientific 
perspective and how different 
disciplines can be used to explore 
the issue. 

Thirty scientists, including non- 
Catholics, from the US,, France, 
Britain, Switzerland, Italy and 
Chile attended the conference,

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Pakistani Market 
Explosion Kills 24 


Suicide bombing is 
the fourth in a month 
near city of Peshawar 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | Asuicide 
car bomber attacked a crowded 
market in northwestern Pakistan 
on Tuesday, killing 24 people and 
illustrating militants’ growing will- 
ingness to target civilians in their 
war against the government. 

Taliban insurgents apparently 
hope the attacks will weaken the 
army’s resolve to wage an offen- 
sive against the group’s stronghold 
along the Afghan border. But the 
indiscriminate killing could back- 
fire by further turning the public 
against Islamist extremists. 

The bombing was the fourth in 
about a month to target a market in 
or around Peshawar, the main city 


in the northwest. The attacks have 
produced some of the largest death 
tolls in the past few years, killing a 
total of more than 200 people. 

The van that exploded out- 
side the market in Charsadda was 
packed with 90 pounds of explo- 
sives, said Liaqat Ali Khan, the 
senior police chief in the North 
West Frontier Province. 

The blast destroyed several 
stores and caused panic among the 
vendors and shoppers at the market. 
Three women and three children 
were among those killed, said Khan, 
Sixty-four were wounded. 

No one claimed responsibility 
for Tuesday’s attack and the oth- 
ers targeting Pakistani civilians, 
but the government and indepen- 
dent security analysts say there is 
no doubt the Taliban are to blame.

King Tut’s Tomb Set for Face-Lift 


Conservators begin 
five-year projeet to 
restore Egyptian site 

CAIRO I Egypt’s famous Tomb of 
Tutankhamun will undergo a five- 
year project to clean and restore 
the lavish wall paintings in the 
underground chambers of the boy 
king whose golden mask and arti- 
facts have long awed the world. 

The project to restore the coun- 
try’s most famous tomb is the lat- 
est collaboration between Egypt’s 
Supreme Council of Antiquities 
and the Los Angeles-based Getty

Conservation Institute, which in 
the past designed airtight cases to 
display Egypt’s mummies. 

Since the small, four-room tomb 
and its famous golden burial mask 


were discovered in 1922 by Brit- 
ish archaeologist Howard Carter, 
observers have noted brown spots 
marring the wall paintings. 

“I always see the tomb of King 
Tut and wonder about those spots, 
which no scientist has been able 
to explain,” said Zahi Hawass, the 
head of the SCA, in a statement. 

“Now I am happy that the Getty 
will look at the tomb and preserve 
its beautiful scenes,” he added. 

Thousands of tourists visit the 
underground chambers in the Val- 
ley of the Kings every month, bring- 
ing heat and humidity, which dam- 
age the 3,000-year-old tomb, (ap)

Weapons Seizure 
May Hurt Taliban 


International troops 
in Afghanistan find 
bomb-making parts 

KABULI International troops and 
Afghan police seized 250 tons of 
ammonium nitrate fertilizer — 
enough to make up to a couple 
hundred roadside bombs, the Tali- 
ban’s most lethal weapon in what 
has been the deadliest year of the 
war, NATO announced Tuesday. 

NATO officials hoped Sunday’s 
raid in the southern city of Kan- 
dahar would hurt Taliban mili- 
tants, whose homemade bombs 
have become the biggest killer of 
U.S. and allied troops. 

Acting on a tip, international 
forces and Afghan police discov- 
ered 1,000 100-pound bags of 
ammonium nitrate fertilizer and 
5,000 parts for roadside bombs 
in a warehouse, the military said. 
After the initial find Sunday, an 
additional 4,000 100-pound bags 
of fertilizer were found in a nearby 
compound. 

The seizure included enough fer- 
tilizer to make dozens to a couple 


hundred roadside bombs, said John 
Pike, director of the military think 
tank Globalsecurity.org. 

The insurgents have been suc- 
cessful at manufacturing home- 
made bombs from materials such as 
fertilizer, which is 
easily available in 
agricultural areas 
of the south. 

In a country 
awash in weapons 
after 30 years of 
war, the Taliban 
also appear to 
have little trouble 
obtaining rifles, 
machine guns, rocket-propelled 
grenades and other ordnance, 
some of which may be bought on 
Asian black markets. 

There is not much evidence to 
suggest that the Taliban rely on 
weapons captured from NATO forc- 
es or that they even need to shore up 
their stockpiles. Pike said. 

“I don’t think they have a short- 
age of Kalashnikovs,” he said. “I 
think it’s probably more often a 
case of it leaking out of the Afghan 
army.” deb riechmann (ap)

Kaine Denies D.C. 
Sniper Clemency 


Virginia Gov. Tim Kaine denied 
clemency for John Allen Muham- 
mad on Tuesday, clearing the way 
for the sniper to be executed by 
lethal injection, 

Muhammad, 48, was convict- 
ed of capital murder in the slaying 
of Dean Harold Meyers on Oct. 9, 
2002, at a gas station outside of 
Manassas, Va., part of a spree that 
left 10 people dead in the Washing- 
ton area and included shootings in 
several other states. A jury in Vir- 
ginia Beach, where the trial was 
moved to get an impartial panel, 
sentenced Muhammad to death 
nearly six years ago. 

Kaine issued a brief statement 
about noon Tuesday, shutting the 
door on Muhammad’s last hope. 


“Muhammad’s trial, verdict, 
and sentence have been reviewed 
by state and federal courts, includ- 
ing the Supreme Court of Virginia, 
United States District Court for the 
Eastern District of Virginia, the 
United States Court of Appeals for 
the Fourth Circuit, and the United 
States Supreme Court,” Kaine said 
in his statement. 

Muhammad’s teenage accom- 
plice, Lee Boyd Malvo, was con- 
victed of capital murder for a sepa- 
rate killing in Fairfax County and 
was sentenced to life in prison,

VIDEO GAME I “Call of Duty: Mod- 
ern Warfare 2,” almost certain to 
be the year’s best-selling video 
game, has also become its most 
notorious.

Wale’s Crowd-Pleaser 


The D.C. native tries 
to cover all his bases 
on a stellar debut, 
‘Attention Deficit’ 

MUSIC I Hip-hop isn’t dead — it’s 
just going through a monumental 
identity crisis. 

Jay-Z clings to his credibil- 
ity while Miley Cyrus gives him 
a shout-out on her latest single. 
Kanye West follows an awards 
show outburst with a blog apol- 
ogy. Lil Wayne tells Katie Cou- 
ric he’s a gangster, then takes her 
bowling. 

If hip-hop — once our most 
radical, rebellious popform — is 
finally congealing into the snoozy 
status quo, how can today’s rappers 
feel anything but conflicted? 

The genre’s latest ball of con- 
tradictions comes bouncing out 
of Washington, D.C. His name is 
Wale, and after a two-year slog 
through the record industry’s 
broken-down hype machine, his 
major-label debut, “Attention Defi- 
cit,” has finally arrived. It’s a stel- 
lar offering from a wildly gifted 
rapper, but almost predictably. 
Wale’s feelings are mixed. 

“Am I doing this for them or 
me?” he second-guesses on “Con- 
template,” as though fame is some- 
thing he dreads. And back and forth 
it goes, with the rapper’s sticky, dex- 
terous flow holding the proceedings 
together like rubber cement. 

For proof of Wale’s lyrical 
acrobatics, look no further than 
“Pretty Girls,” the album’s most

dazzling cut. 

Wale has a fantastic ear for 
beats, though you wouldn’t know 
it after hearing “Attention Defi- 
cit” in its entirety. There’s some 
real dreck from producers Mark 
Ronson (“90210”) and the Nep- 
tunes (“Let It Loose”). Wale is 
either adopting the please-all- 
audiences model West popular- 
ized, or his label’s invisible hand 
is fussing with the dials.

MUSIC I The Low Anthem is per- 
haps the only band in the world 
to work a tour around collecting 
pump organs. 

“We collect these old bellows- 
powered organs,” singer Ben Knox 
Miller said. “Since [finding a World 
War I pump organ on eBay] we’ve 
become quite obsessed with these 
instruments. We’re on eBay and 
Craigslist in every city that we 
go to, and we usually come home 
with a couple of new items. We’ve 
even been known to re-route tours 
to find particularly rare pump 
organs.” 

The instrument, popular in 


the 19th century, is also known 
as a reed organ because it gen- 
erates sound using free metal 
reeds. Although it looks a bit like 
a small piano, it sounds more like 
an accordion.

Miller and Jeff Prystowsky met 
in Providence, R.L, while attend- 
ing Brown University, and, along 
with former member Dan Lefkow- 
itz, started the Low Anthem in 
2006. Lefkowitz left less than a 
year in (though he recently joined 
the band on a European tour), 
and the band added fellow Brown 
alum Jocie Adams in 2007. All 
three current members are multi- 
instrumentalists, but Miller han- 
dles singing, Prystowsky primar- 
ily plays bass, and Adams is fluent 
in clarinet.

Hall, 61, is chair of a multi- 
union committee for performers 
with disabilities. Increasingly, 
he says, TV has been expected to 
reflect America in whole and not 
just the so-called mainstream.

U.S. Airlines’ Punctuality Improves 


DALLAS I The nation’s airlines are 
offering fewer flights, but at least 
they’re more likely to arrive on 
time now. 

The government said Monday 
that 86.2 percent of flights oper- 
ated in September arrived on 
time. That marked an improve- 
ment over August and over Sep- 
tember 2008. 

The best on-time records were 
posted by Hawaiian, Alaska and 
Southwest airlines. 

The worst at getting you there on 
time: Atlantic Southeast Airlines, 


Comair and Delta Air Lines. The 
government counts a flight as on 
time if it arrives within 15 minutes 
of the scheduled arrival time. 

The Transportation Depart- 
ment numbers covered 19 air- 
lines — all the major carriers and 
then some. 

Many U.S. airlines — includ- 
ing Delta, American, United and 
Southwest — cut capacity in Sep- 
tember compared with September 
2008. They operated fewer flights, 
and on some routes they replaced 
big planes with smaller ones, (ap)

Chicago’s Melting Pot 


Veer off the Windy 
City’s beaten path to 
explore ethnic areas 

DESTINATIONS I From Greektown 
to Chinatown, from the Polish 
Triangle to Pakistani restaurants 
on Devon Avenue, Chicago has a 
wealth of diverse ethnic neighbor- 
hoods to explore. 

Chicago is known as a city of 
neighborhoods, and Patricia Sulli- 
van, manager of the city’s Chicago 
Neighborhood Tours program, said 
visitors need to leave the tourist- 
heavy Loop and Michigan Avenue 
areas to really see the different cul- 
tural corners of the city. “It’s really 
a melting pot,” Sullivan said. 

Here are highlights of some of 
Chicago’s ethnic neighborhoods. 

CHINATOWN: Visitors to this neigh- 
borhood on Chicago’s near South 
Side will be greeted by the large 
red and green Chinatown Gate

on Wentworth Avenue and Cer- 
mak Road. The area has blocks 
of stores to explore alongside tea 
shops and restaurants. 

GREEKTOWN: It’s clear you’ve 
reached Greektown when you read 
the signage on the local Walgreens 
drugstore — it’s written in Greek. 
Greektown stretches along Halsted 
Street from Van Buren Street north 
to Washington Street in the city’s 


West Loop neighborhood. Fancier 
restaurants with names such as 
Pegasus, Parthenon and Santorini 
serve spanakopita (spinach pie). 

LITTLE ITALY: Chicago’s Italian 
community is centered on Tay- 
lor Street on the city’s near West 
Side bordered by the University of 
Illinois- Chicago campus. Dennis 
O’Neill, director of the neighbor- 
hood’s University Village Associa- 
tion, says visitors who walk west on 
Taylor Street from Halsted Street 
to Ashland Avenue will discover 
the area’s rich dining history. 

MEXICAN: Those looking to capture 
Mexican culture can tour both the 
Pilsen and Little Village neighbor- 
hoods on Chicago’s near South 
and West sides. In Pilsen, start on 
Halsted and 18th streets and walk 
west. In Little Village, an arch wel- 
comes visitors with “Bienvenidos 
a La Villita” at 26th Street and 
Albany Avenue, caryn rousseau (ap)

Bayou Cuisine, By You 




John Besh shares the 
secrets of his New 
Orleans comfort fare 


As if celebrated New Orleans chef 
John Besh isn’t busy enough jug- 
gling six restaurants, he found time 

— albeit over the course of five years 

— to capture his take on Loui- 
siana comfort cuisine in a cook- 
book, (That is, a cookbook that’s 
as at home sitting on the coffee 
table as it is next to your 1964 edi- 
tion of “The Joy 
of Cooking,”) 
The former 
Marine’s lush, 
photo-filled 
new tome, “My 
New Orleans: 
The Cookbook” 
($45, Andrews 

McMeel Publishing), offers a fond 
and informative look at the dishes, 
ingredients and celebrations of the 
area that inspired the menus of his 
award-winning NoLa restau- 
rants such as August, Besh 
Steak, La Provence and 
the brand-new American : 

Sector, which opened last ‘ 
week in the city’s stand- 
out World War II Muse- 
um, Besh’s culinary travels 
take him from the Gulf to bayou 
country to the heart of the French 
Quarter, and along the way, he 
reconciles fine dining with down- 
home classics such as jambayala, 
gumbo and grits. 

The hardworking chef took a 
minute to sit down over coffee at 
his flagship restaurant, August, to 
chat about his hometown’s classic 
fare, arion berger (express) 

Most restaurant-chef books are 
impossible for the home cook. How 
did you devise the recipes to make 
them easy enough for a novice? 

Half of them were family recipes 
that my wife and I cook from that 
we doctored from my parents and 
grandparents, and half of them 
were chefy recipes. The truth is

that the culture is too important 
to be trivialized by a chefy trend. 
As humbling as that was, I took 
all of that out. 

The memoir sections of the book are 
pretty rugged — you’re out trapping 
your own shrimp and such. 

I had a great experience of grow- 
ing up in the country. New Orleans 
was always right there, but grow- 
ing up with the hunting and the 


fishing and the crabbing — we ate 
like that, I find myself going back 
to those roots — the fundamentals 
of Louisiana cooking and, in par- 
ticular, the fundamentals of New 
Orleans Creole cooking. 

Was Katrina a turning point in your 
cooking? 

I think the reverence became per- 
haps more pointed after Katrina; it 
was an awakening. You know, that 
we really are stewards of this tra- 
dition, To be the guy to wave the 
banner of this, I think, very valid 
cuisine — and perhaps the only 
indigenous urban cuisine in the 
country — that needs to be our 
calling, and I think that brought 
about a renewed energy. 


Tell us about your new restaurant, 
the American Sector. 

The National World War II Muse- 
um is like a treasure in this town 
which so few people know about. 
My own experience from being a 
Marine and the son of a warrior 
and so on and so on, I just idolized 
that generation. So, to honor them 
by creating this great restaurant, 
it’s a lot of fun. 

What’s next? 

Hopefully, sell a few cookbooks. 
One thing that I want people to 
learn is what a treasure this culture 
truly is here, and the cuisine’s noth- 
ing more than an expression of that 
culture. This is ultimately a love 
story between a boy and a city. 


RECIPEFILE 


GRILLED OYSTERS 
WITH SPICY 
GARLIC BUTTER 

This garlic butter is best when prepared 
ahead. I like to use it on just about every- 
thing, from pasta to sauteed shrimp. 

INGREDIENTS 

I LB butter, at room temperature 
I CLOVE garlic, minced 
I TSP crushed red pepperflakes 
I TSP chopped fresh chives 
LEAVES from 1 sprig fresh thyme 

1 TSP fresh lemon juice 

2 DOZEN oysters, shucked and left 
onthe half shell 

MAKES TWO DOZEN 

BEAT THE BUTTER with the garlic, pep- 
per flakes, chives, thyme and lemon 
juice in a mixing bowl with a wooden 
spoon or in the bowl of afood proces- 
sor until well combined. 

Usingarubberspatula, mound but- 
ter onto a wide sheet of plastic wrap. 
Drape one ofthe wide ends of the plas- 
tic wrap overthe butter, then roll butter 
into a cylinder about 1 inch in diame- 
ter and twist ends tightly. Refrigerate 
butter until hard. 

Prepare a charcoal or gas grill. 
Unwrap the spicy butter and slice it 
into disks about inch thick. Putadisk 
of butter on each oyster, then putthe 
oysters, butter side up, directly overthe 
hot coals on the grill. Grill the oysters 
only untilthey startto curl and bubble 
around the edges and the butter melts. 
Servethem hot!
